Resolution — Integrity of the Scriptures. 

Whereas, there appears to be a revival of propaganda in behalf 
of theories of the origin and inspiration of the Holy Scriptures which 
we regard as subversive of sound doctrine, and 

Whereas, we consider these theories as the outworn creed of 
German rationalism, supported by no new discoveries in language, 
history, philosophy or science; 

Resolved, first, That we reaffirm our abiding faith in the Bible as 
the inspired word and revealed will of God, and the only authoritative 
rule for Christian life and conduct.* 

Second, That while we rejoice in every achievement of modern 
scholarship and every discovery of facts bearing upon the history and 
customs of ancient peoples, we believe that none of these things af- 
fect in the slightest degree the integrity and veracity of the Bible as 
the Book of books. 

Third, That while we accord to every man liberty of thought, re- 
search and investigation to the limit of his ability and opportunity, 
we believe that common honesty demands that those who accept the 
honors, offices and emoluments of the Church should be true to its 
doctrine and loyal to its standards as set forth in its confession of 
faith. 

Fourth, That we protest against the use of pulpit, press or class- 
room as a means of opposing the doctrines, polity or authorized en- 
terprises of our beloved Methodism and we call upon those to whom 
we have given charge of the various agencies for the advancement 
of the interests of our Church to exercise all possible diligence to 
the end that sound doctrine be preserved and the spiritual welfare 
of our people be safeguarded.

Memorial Church, Jackson, on behalf of Mrs. Charles B. Gallo- 
way and Dr. E. H. Galloway, presented Bishop McMurry with 
a beautiful gavel that was presented to Bishop Charles B. 
Galloway when he presided over the \ irginia Conference in 
1907, one among the last Conferences he held. The gavel 
was made from wood taken from the chancel rail of the Union 
Street Methodist Church, Petersburg, Virginia, in which the 
first General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South was held.

Question Thirteen — “What traveling preachers and what 
local preachers have been elected deacons ?” was called, and 
Bertram Hamilton Williams, already in Deacons’ Orders, hav- 
ing stood an approved examination on the Course of Study, 
was advanced to the Class of the Third Year. 

Question Four — “Who are admitted into full connection?” 
was called, and Enoch Marvin Allen, John Lovett Carter, John 
Lambuth Ferguson, Jr., Marvin Kavanaugh Miller, Irl Hendrix 
Sells and Bertram Hamilton Williams, were called to the Bar 
of the Conference and charged by the Bishop and, having 
answered the Disciplinary questions, were, by vote of the Con- 
ference, admitted into full connection. 

Question Six — “Who are received by transfer from other 
Conferences?” was called, the Bishop announced the names 
of C. C. Griffin, an Elder, from the North Arkansas Conference;

as Secretary. 

The Conference cast the first ballot for Delegates to the 
General Conference. 

Dr. Luther E. Todd — Dr. Luther E. Todd, Secretary of the 
General Board of Finance, was introduced, and addressed the 
Conference. 

Orphans’ Home Children — At the request of Bishop 
McMurry the children of the Methodist Orphans’ Home, who 
were attending the Conference in a body, joined in singing 
‘ 1 Love Lifted Me.” 

Mr. J. M. Way — Mr. J. M. Way, Associate Secretary of 
the Laymen’s Movement, was introduced and addressed the 
Conference. 

Afternoon Session — A motion was adopted that when we 
adjourn we adjourn to meet this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

First Ballot — Lay Delegates — The first ballot for Lay Dele- 
gates was submitted ; 45 votes were cast ; necessary to a choice 
23. M. M. Satterfield having received a majority of the votes 
cast was declared elected. A second ballot was ordered, four 
to be voted for. 

Adjourned — Announcements were made the Doxology was 
sung and the Conference adjourned with the benediction pro- 
nounced by Bishop W. B. Murrah. 
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THIRD DAY— AFTERNOON SESSION 

Jackson, Mississippi, December 2, 1921. 

Opening' — The Conference was called to order at 3 o’clock 
p. m., Bishop McMurry in the Chair. 

Devotions — The devotions were conducted by Rev. R. H. 
Wynn. 

Minutes — The Minutes of the Morning Session were read 
and approved. 

Alternate Lay Delegates — W. T. Denman, Alternate Lay 
Delegate from the Brookhaven District, was substituted for 
H. B. Renfroe. 

First Ballot Clerical Delegates — The first ballot for Cleri- 
cal Delegates to the General Conference was reported: 162 
were cast; necessary to a choice 82. M. L. Burton, having re- 
ceived 84 votes and J. T. Leggett, having received 82 votes, 
were declared elected. A second ballot was ordered, three to 
be voted for. 

Second Ballot Lay Delegates — The second ballot for Lay 
Delegates was reported: 46 votes were cast, necessary to a 
choice 23. W. S. F. Tatum, having received 23 votes, was de- 
clared elected. A third ballot was ordered, three to be voted 

for. 

Resolution Rejected — A resolution, proposing to rescind 
the action of the Conference on yesterday adopting the report 
of the Commission on Finance, was rejected. 

Special Committee on Title — The following report of the 
Special Committee appointed to investigate the title of the 
Church to the Port Gibson Female College property was re- 
ceived, and the abstract ordered recorded in the Conference 
Journal. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

We, your Committee appointed to investigate the title to The 
Port Gibson Female College and to make abstract thereof, beg 
to report that we have made the abstract of the title to said college 
and file it herewith; the abstract of itself fails to show a complete 
record title, but information received by us from other sources leads 
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us to believe that the title to said college is vested in the Mississippi 
Annual Conference by adverse possession. In order that the record 
of title may be preserved permanently we recommend that the said 
abstract be printed in the minutes of this Conference, which will not 
be expensive as the abstract is short.

This Indenture made and entered into this 14th day of October 
A. D. 1869 by and between the Port Gibson Collegiate Academy, a 
corporation duly incorporated in the County of Claiborne and State 
of Mississippi, party of the first part, and the Mississippi Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, party of the 
second part, witnesseth: 

That whereas the party of the first part, aforesaid, is indebted 
to Ben Jones in the sum of five thousand dollars, more or less, and 
to one D. Geo. Humphreys in the sum of thirty-eight hundred dollars, 
evidenced by a judgment in favor of said Humphreys, against said 
party of the first part, and whereas said party of the first part and 
said Jones and the said Humphreys did on the 30th day of May A. 
D. 1869, enter into a written agreement under their hands and seals, 
(which written agreement is filed and recorded together with this In- 
denture, and is referred to for a more thorough understanding of the 
considerations of this indenture), in which said Jones and Humphreys 
did covenant and agree to and with the said party of the first part 
to discharge their said claims against said party of the first part on 
condition that said party of the first part would grant, convey and 
forever alien unto the said party of the second part certain real estate 
hereinafter described, and in which agreement the said parties did 
further covenant that said Jones should present his claim to said 
party of the second part for such settlement as might seem equitable 
and just to said Jones and party of the second part, and might be 
mutually agreed upon between them; and it was further covenanted 
by said parties to said agreement that said Humphreys should enter 
satisfaction of his said judgment against said party of the first part, 
in the Circuit Clerk’s office of said Claiborne County. 

Now therefore in consideration of the premises, and in further 
consideration of ten dollars in hand paid by said party of the second 
part to said party of the first part, the receipt whereof is hereby 
acknowledged, the said party of the first part hath this day granted, 
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conveyed and aliened, and doth by these presents grant, convey and 
forever alien unto the said party of the second part all the right, title, 
interest and claim which the said party of the first part hath in and 
to the following described real estate situate in said county, to-wit: 
All of square twenty-six (26), and lots 1, 3 and 5 in square thirty- 
three (33) lying and being in the suburb of St. Mary adjoining the 
original town of Port Gibson, together with all and singular the tene- 
ments, hereditaments, privileges, and appurtenances thereunto belong- 
ing, or in any wise appertaining, being the property and buildings 
known as the Port Gibson Collegiate Academy. 

To have and to hold said property with the appurtenances unto 
the said party of the second part, and its assigns forever. Provided, 
however, and it is distinctly understood by the parties to these pres- 
ents, that said party shall use said property herein granted, for school 
purposes alone, and that said party of the second part shall keep and 
maintain a good school for the white race alone, and in case said 
party of the second part shall use the property for other than school 
purposes, or shall fail for an unreasonable time to keep a school 
therein, or shall allow children of any other race than the white race 
to attend the school or schools therein established; then this instru- 
ment is to be deemed null and void, and it is hereby declared null 
and void, and the property herein granted shall revert to the said 
grantors or their heirs. 

In testimony whereof the said party of the first part hath here- 
unto set the hand of the President of the Beard of Trustees and af- 
fixed the seal of the Port Gibson Collegiate Academy on the day and 
date first above written. The words “lots 1, 3 and 5, in Square” fourth 
line, third page interlined before signing, etc.

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FOURTH DAY— MORNING SESSION 

Jackson, Mississippi, December 3, 1921. 

Opening — The Conference met at 9 o’clock a. m., Bishop 
McMurry in the Chair. 

Devotions — Bishop McMurry announced Hymn No. 103, 
which was sung, and Dr. J. A. Baylor led the Conference in 
prayer. Rev. H. C. Morrison, D. D. read, and gave a strong 
exposition of the First verse of the Fourth chapter of the First 
Epistle of Timothy. 

Minutes — The Minutes of the Afternoon Session, Third 
Day, were read and approved. 

Fifth Ballot Clerical Delegates — The fifth ballot for Cleri- 
cal Delegates was reported. 119 votes were cast, necessary to 
a choice 60. I. W. Cooper, having received a majority of the 
votes cast, was declared elected. A sixth ballot was ordered, 
one to be voted for. 

Second Ballot Alternate Lay Delegates — The second ballot 
for Alternate Lay Delegates was reported.

Report No. Two — Sunday School Board 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference. 

Dear Brethren: — The past year has been one of progress. The 
General Sunday School Board reports a net increase of 93,055 enroll- 
ment this year, making a total of 1,844,115 Sunday School Pupils in 
the Church. 

Our Conference Work reports progress. We report the organi- 
zation of 15 new Sunday Schools, 39 Cradle Rolls, 32 Wesley Bible 
Classes, 22 Teacher Training Classes, 319 homes visited by workers 
for the cause, 7,800 letters sent out, 12,000 leaflets distributed, 18,500 
miles traveled in the interest of the work and 525 Sunday Schools 
reached by the workers. Seventeen people professed faith in the 
services held by the workers and 45 joined the Church in these 
services. 

The Centenary in the Sunday School has been most successful. 

Our Sunday School Day offering has not amounted to as much as 
we had hoped for this year. We ask that the brethren help us to get 
each School to observe the Day next year. 

In order to further the work and bring the kingdom of God to pass 
we recommend that each Charge be diligent to have at least one repre- 
sentative at the Conference Standard Training School which will be 
held at Millsaps College June 8 to 14, or as near thereto as possible. 
Our School last year was most successful as to its teaching and in- 
fluence. 

We are desirous of putting on other Schools as fast as we can 
get the necessary co-operation and backing. At least three of the 
Districts should have Schools. 

The Circuit work will be pushed through the year. Four times a 
year Circuit Institutes will be put on in every Charge permitting. We 
are especially desirous that we can establish 5 of these institutes in 
each District. 
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We recommend that each pastoral charge observe “Children’s 
Week” in one or more of its features. We especially ask that the 
leaflet on “The Child and the Moving Picture” be distributed and 
emphasized.

Report No. Two — Board of Education 

Whereas, there seems to be a sort of subconscious but inactive 
feeling among the leaders of Christian Education in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, that rationalistic thought is gaining with this 
generation, and 

Whereas, it seems that our colleges, both state and denominational, 
and our high schools furnish the soil in which rationalistic thought is 
most likely to take root and bear fruit, 

Therefore, be it Resolved, that such propaganda should be met by 
all believers in Christian Education through a sowing of the truth in 
this soil, and. 

That this Conference exhort generally all Christians to join in 
the sowing, and 

That this Conference exhort specifically the Methodists of the 
State to begin the sowing of the truth right now — 

First by joining hands with the North Mississippi Conference in 
providing pastoral care for the Methodist students in the State and 
Methodist Colleges of the State. 

Second by urging the Presiding Elders to make surveys of the 
high schools of their respective districts, and report to the Board of 
Education of this Conference, their findings concerning the conditions 
in high schools; as to the percentage of high school teachers who are 
active Christians and, so far as practicable, what they think of 
Christ; as to the percentage of high school students from Methodist 
homes who are members of the Church; and so far as practicable as to 
the opinions prevailing among such students regarding Christ; and as 
to any especial efforts that may be in progress on the part of pastors 
to find out what such high school students are thinking. 

Third by urging the preachers in charge of the various appoint- 
ments to make surveys of the public schools within the bounds of 
their charges and report to the Board of Education of this Conference 
their findings; as to the percentage of the public school teachers who 
are Christians, and so far as practicable, what they think of Christ. 

And, be it Further Resolved, that since the colleges, high schools, 
and grade schools are all supported by the people of the State, of 
which the Methodists are a considerable part, we have the right to 
obtain any information we desire concerning these institutions, and 
further we deem it our duty to get this information.

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The following report was read and adopted: 

Report Board of Temperance and Social Service 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — The Temperance and Social Service Board re- 
spectfully submits the following report: 

The past year has been one of unrelenting warfare between the 
forces of evil and righteousness. The whiskey forces have been de- 
termined that the laws of our Commonwealth be disregarded, and 
through the agencies of illicit distilleries, boot leggers, and blind 
tigers, tremendous amounts of liquor have been sold and used by our 
people. On the other hand, the Church has been equally deter- 
mined that these forces should be broken up and assisted by the offi- 
cers of the law, we have been able to hold them up and, in many 
places, we have put them almost out of business, but it is a source of 
regret to us that in some instances the officers of the law have ap- 
peared to be unwilling to assist in this good work, and, in these com- 
munities, the cause of Temperance has greatly suffered. Therefore, 
we your committee, most heartily endorse the resolutions unanimously 
adopted by the North Mississippi Conference in a recent session, as 
follows : 

“Whereas, the Methodist Church has always been a champion of 
law enforcement and Christian Citizenship, and for many years work- 
ing with other religious denominations to secure constitutional prohibi- 
tion of the manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors in the United 
States. 

Whereas, after the constitution was so amended, have begun all 
over the country the unlawful distillation of liquors and the peace and 
happiness of our country threatened by this great evil, and other 
crimes following in its wake. 

Therefore, be it Resolved, by the Mississippi Conference, that 
we pledge our membership to fighting this great evil and other forms 
of lawlessness until our country is made a fit habitation for Christian 
people. 

Be it Further Resolved, that we most earnestly protest against 
the pardon of men convicted of crime or having penalties suspended 
until petition for same has been published in newspapers in the coun- 
ty where crime was committed for thirty days, and the District At- 
torney who prosecuted the case and the Trial Judge who imposed the 
penalty can be furnished a copy of the reasons assigned for the pardon 
or suspension of sentence, and then given time to show to the gov- 
ernor the reasons for or against the same being done, for we believe 
when a grand jury has indicted a person and a petit jury has convict- 
ed after giving the accused the benefit of every reasonable doubt of 
his guilt, and the Supreme Court after finding no errors in the case, af- 
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firms the same, there should be no pardon or suspension of the sen- 
tence unless it can be shown that a great injustice has been done the 
accused. 

Be it Further Resolved, that other religious denominations of the 
State be requested to join us to check the alarming increase in the 
number of pardons granted in our beloved State.” 

The question of social reform we regard as one of the most im- 
portant subjects confronting the Church today, the social evil as 
expressed in the modern dance, the card table, the theater, and 
other attractive forms of worldliness must be met by the claims of 
the Gospel of Christ for a consecrated life. We believe that these 
higher forms of social evil are productive of the lower forms of vice, 
which lead the young people to sin and degradation. 

Our attention has been called to the excellent work accomplished 
by our State Board of Health in not only fighting the venereal dis- 
eases but the conditions that produce them. We regret to learn that 
there is an effort upon the part of some people, in certain communi- 
ties to do away with the appropriation made by our Legislature for 
this purpose. We regret also to learn that the good laws which for- 
bid slot machines and other gambling devices have been largely set 
aside by other laws which license these things. 



In view of the fact that the forces of evil are as untiring in their 
efforts to undo good as they are in doing evil, we believe it would be 
a good plan for this Conference to appoint a vigilance committee to 
visit our legislative sessions and do everything that can be done to 
prevent the enactment of laws allowing these evils under any cir- 
cumstances. Let us remember, brethren, as preachers and Godly 
Laymen, that we are God’s Watchmen, and “if we blow not the trum- 
pet, and the people be not warned, their blood will be required at our 
hands.”

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The social, educational and religious advantages of this institu- 
tion, give our orphan children an excellent opportunity to develop into 
useful men and women of trained Christian character. 

On account of the financial stringency there has been some falling 
off in the offerings. This makes it especially important that each 
Church contribute promptly and regularly. Both for the sake of the 
orphans, and for the sake of those who need the grace of giving, we 
would urge the habit of monthly contributions. 

We learn that the managers have been exceptionally fortunate in 
the department of their home-finding work. The children are placed 
out with great care, and followed up with wise supervision. 

We would record our appreciation of the service rendered the 
Board by Mrs. Riley, and we find pleasure in recommending to the 
Conference Rev. B. F. Lewis to succeed himself as manager. We 
recommend the selection of Rev. M. L. Burton and Mr. W. M. Lampton 
to fill vacancies on the Board of Directors, and of Mrs. W. T. Denman, 
as representative on the Board of the Woman’s Missionary Society. 

We are sure we voice the sentiments of the Conference in ex- 
pressing our appreciation of the reception and lunch which we en- 
joyed at the Orphanage on Thursday. We also desire to extend our 
thanks to the children for their presence in the Conference and for 
their sweet songs Friday. 

We append the report of the Chairman of the Board of Directors, 
which we would have recorded with this report for the information of 
the Church.

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Conference. 

Dear Brethren: — Tour Board of Directors take pleasure in sub- 
mitting their annual report of the Orphans’ Home of our Church. 

The year 1921 has in many particulars been a successful, profitable, 
and pleasant one. We have had the largest continuous enrollment 
of children in our Institution for some years, the number approximat- 
ing 200 for the past 12 months. Except for a period of 30 days we 
have been able to care for all the applicants for admission into the In- 
stitution during this period of time. Forty-three children have been re- 
ceived into the Home from November 1st, 1920 to November 1st, 1921, 
and 49 have passed into foster homes, leaving with us on November 1st, 
1921, 194. 

The school curriculum is that of the city schools of Jackson, the 
standard for which we have been striving for some while, and the 
scholarship required by our students is as high and the grading as rigid 
as in the city schools. We have four girls in college, one of them is 
taking a special Domestic Science course, which she expects to finish 
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at the close of this session. We have ten children in the high school 
in Jackson. Through the kindness of friends throughout the State, we 
are able to give two or three of our children special training in the 
fine arts for which they have shown an unusual aptitude. 

"Our farm is gradually increasing in efficiency, and is not only fur- 
nishing a home for from 10 to 20 of our older boys, but is assisting 
very materially in supplyling some of the needs of our table of which 
hitherto we have had to partake sparingly. Within a quarter of a mile 
of our farm home is a splendid school running for nine months, 
where our boys get practically the same schooling our children in the 
city receive. 

Our finances, in spite of the financial depression, have enabled us 
to promptly meet all otir obligations during the year, and the special 
collections, which was given us on Easter for the refurnishing of our 
boys’ dormitory was sufficient to enable us to entirely renovate and 
refurnish that building. 

The health of our Home has been splendid. We have not had a 
single case of serious illness during the entire year, and on several 
occasions we have gone for weeks at a time without a single child in 
bed. 

The physical condition of our plant has been carefully looked af- 
ter and has been kept in good condition. While repairs are con- 
stantly needed, they are of such a character that they have been easily 
cared for out of our current receipts and reported through our current 
expenses. 

We wish to thank all the brethren, both pastors and laymen, for 
their co-operation during the year and would ask not only for a contin- 
uance of this moral and financial support, but would request a con- 
tinuance of the monthly collections in our Churches and Sunday 
Schools for the support of this Home, and hope the time is not far 
distant w T hen there will not be a Church or Sunday School that will not 
fall in with our monthly collection plan for caring for these children. 

The Woman’s Missionary Society of your Conference have nomin- 
ated Mrs. W. T. Denman, of McComb, as their representative on the 
Board of Directors, and we respectfully submit her name to you for 
confirmation. 

The term of office of M. L. Burton and W. E. Lampton as directors, 
expires with this session of the Conference, and we also respectfully 
request that you fill the vacancies on our Board. 

Rev. B. F. Lewis has been re-elected as Superintendent, and Mrs. 
Alma G. Riley as Field Secretary, and we request the appointment of 
Rev. B. F. Lewis to this office.

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The following report was read and adopted: 

Report No. One — Board of Education 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference. 

Dear Brethren: — We, the Board of Education of the Mississippi 
Conference, have had under consideration reports concerning the 
Christian Education Movement from the General Board of Education 
and from the Conference Educational Secretary, and respectfully offer 
the following recommendations: 

First — We are gratified at the splendid progress that has been 
made towards the attainment of the five objectives of the Christian 
Education Movement. When all of the conditions are taken into ac- 
count, we believe that what has been accomplished is little short of 
marvelous. It is a great tribute to the faithful service and loyalty of 
the preachers and people participating. 

Second — We desire to emphasize that the campaign is not closed 
and must not be until the entire quota for this Conference is raised. 
If our institutions needed $33,000,000 a year ago, the Movement has 
multiplied that need by awakening in our people a desire for Christian 
education. The schools of the Church last year turned away 5,000 for 
lack of facilities; they probably have lost much more heavily this 
year for the same reason. We are therefore, in the midst of an in- 
completed task. Every charge in Methodism has been assigned a defin- 
ite part in a great co-operative effort of the Church to solve its educa- 
tional problem, and it is hereby declared to be the policy of Missis- 
sippi Conference to regard the quotas assigned heretofore as goals 
which the respective charges and districts are asked to attain. 

Third — This quadrennium promises to take its place among the 
greatest periods in the history of American Methodism. It has carried 
forward two of the greatest movements in the history of the Church. 
Those in charge of the Educational Movement in this Conference are 
hereby instructed to lay plans for bringing the cause effectively before 
all charges that have not raised their quotas before the meeting of the 
General Conference, and pastors, Presiding Elders, directors and all 
in official relations are urged to co-operate to their utmost in carry- 
ing out these plans. To the laity of our Church we appeal to respond 
generously to these efforts to the end, that our schools may be 
equipped and endowed, and that Mississippi Methodism may go to the 
General Conference with a record of complete success in both of the 
great movements of this quadrennium. 

Fourth — That the Presiding Elders in the first round of Quarterly 
Conferences in answer to the question, “What is being done for Chris- 
tian Education?” secure accurate reports from pastors and Church 
Collectors or Directors concerning the quota and the amounts already 
subscribed, and concerning the general economic condition in each 
charge. 
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Fifth — That we urge our people to pay promptly their educational 
subscriptions when they fall due, that pastors and Presiding Elders do 
what they can to secure prompt payment, and that as most subscrip- 
tions fall due November 1st, we fix the first week in November as 
Pay-Up-Week. The schools and colleges of our Conference are sorely 
in need of money, and as a means of relief the co-operation of pastor, 
Presiding Elder, and people is urged in an effort to secure the prompt 
payment of pledges. 

As our people are behind on the first payment, we recommend 
that the third week in January be set apart as a time for securing the 
payment of the balance due on these subscriptions. 

Sixth — That if Church Collectors in any charge or charges have 
not been appointed, they should be elected at the first Quarterly Con- 
ference of the ensuing year. 

Seventh — That where the original pledge cards have not been 
sent to the Educational Secretary the pastor arrange to have them sent 
to him at an early date. 

Eighth — That we stress the necessity of securing a subscription 
from every member, old and young, of the Church. 

Ninth — That J. M. Morse be appointed as Conference Educational 
Secretary.

Dear Brethren: — Your Board submits the following report: 

Seashore Divinity School. 

We are glad to be able to report that the last session of the Sea- 
shore Divinity School was, in many respects, one of the most success- 
ful and enjoyable that we have held. 

The lecturers, Dr. George L. Robinson and Bishop William A. 
Quayle, were at their best, and their interpretations of Scripture and 
philosophy of life were sane, orthodox and inspiring. The expres- 
sion of appreciation and enjoyment were unanimous. 

The work of the Conference Undergraduate Classes, under Dr. H. 
H. McNeill, our efficient Dean, was better than ever, for the reason that 
our plans allowed more time for it and the preachers taking the 
course were greatly helped and highly pleased. We believe that 
every undergraduate in these Conferences should avail himself of the 
opportunities offered by this school. 
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The boarding facilities, while not yet all that we desire were 
greatly improved as well as somewhat reduced in price, and we were 
glad to hear many expressions of satisfaction. We intend to make the 
hotel accommodations entirely satisfactory, as soon as the control of 
the property is adjusted.

Rev. H. B. Watkins, one of our loved Directors, has been called 
to his eternal reward, and we respectfully nominate Rev. J. T. Leg- 
gett for election by the Mississippi Conference to fill the vacant 
place. 

As our good Comrade, Rev. C. W. Crisler’s membership as Direc- 
tor, ceases with his transfer to the Louisiana Conference, we recom- 
mend Rev. I. W. Cooper for election as Director of Seashore Divinity 

School. 



Millsaps College. 

The present session of the College began September 14th with 
what promises to be the best session in the history of the College. 
Up to date 364 students have matriculated, a number far in advance of 
the total matriculation for any past session. Indeed it is only within 
the last two years that we have reached as many as 300. Of the num- 
ber matriculated so far, 293 are in the college proper and 71 in the 
academy. When it is remembered that in 1912-13 there were 145 col- 
lege students, 98 preparatory students and 28 law students, giving a 
total of 243, it will be seen that there has been a marked advance in 
the number classified from Freshman to Senior inclusive, and that the 
law students of that session added, to the enrollment of this session, 
would give us an entire enrollment up to date of 392, showing an in- 
crease over the average of former years of more than 100 students. 

There has been no disorder and no necessity for discipline in 
the college up to this time. The students are attending church and 
chapel with commendable regularity. The weekly report last received 
presents a showing of 1 1-2 per cent of absences from chapel exercises 
and 3 per cent of absences from church the preceding Sunday. It will 
not be without interest to notice that during the last session 97 per 
cent of the student body were members of some branch of the Chris- 
tian Church and that the present enrollment for the current session 
reports a little over 98 per cent as members of the Church. We have 
in the institution this session 36 young preachers and 25 sons and 
daughters of ministers. 
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Every bed in every room in the College dormitories was reserved 
at least a month before the opening of the College and we have been 
obliged to put an overflow of College students in the academy dormi- 
tory. This is a plan calculated to disturb the discipline of that institu- 
tion. The promise of the recent Educational Campaign justifies the 
belief that eventually there will be realized by the institution there- 
from an amount sufficient to justify the building of the third wing 
of the College dormitory, and it is to be hoped that this work shall be 
begun as soon as possible. 

We request the confirmation of L. E. Alford as Trustee of Millsaps 
College, in place of C. W. Crisler, transferred. 

Port Gibson Female College. 

The Board of Trustees report as follows: 

The lease of Port Gibson Female College to Dr. Rolfe Hunt, Presi- 
dent, has been canceled at his request in order to enable us to comply 
with the advanced requirements of the Church. We are now em- 
ploying president and teachers at stated salaries. 

We have bought the furniture and pianos in the college and they 
now belong to the College. Books costing $308 have been added to the 
library and other books valued at about $60 have been donated. Re- 
pairs costing $233 have been made. 

Eight teachers are employed, three of whom devote part time to 
Specials. The Specials taught are piano, voice, expression, home 
economics, book-keeping and stenography. 

Temporarily, our attendance is below normal. The enrollment to 
date is 28 for boarding department and 17 local, making a total of 45. 
Already several new students are in prospect for next session, and 
conditions in our territory are improving. 

Twice as much time is being devoted to Bible teaching as hereto- 
fore and some time is being given to Sunday School teacher-training, 
to missions and Epworth League organization and administration. 
We are not troubled by higher criticism, rationalism or skepticism. 

Our treasurer, Brother J. T. Drake, reports directed pledge cards 
sent in to the amount of $29,462. 

As the terms of J. T. Drake, J. J. Jones, M. M. Satterfield, and Rev. 
T. J. O’Neill as trustees have expired, we have re-elected them and ask 
your confirmation. We also ask that you confirm Mrs. Nora C. Brashear 
of Vicksburg, to succeed A. K. Brashear, whose term has expired. 

Seashore Campground School. 

The number enrolled for the session of 1920-21 was 146. Of this 
number 55 were boarding pupils, and the rest either children from Bi- 
loxi and surrounding territory or children of tourists spending the 
winter on the coast. 

There were six teachers employed for the session. 
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The value of the property is $125,000. 

We call attention to the fact that the graduates are almost alto- 
gether attending the denominational colleges. More than sixty per cent 
are attending Millsaps. 

You are asked to confirm as trustees of the Seashore Campground 
School and property: Danar Otis, W. T. Bolton, B. Z. Welch, H. M. 

Ellis, J. T. Leggett and I. W. Cooper. 

Whitworth College. 

A most prosperous term of this College is in progress. Two hun- 
dred and seventy-four pupils are in attendance, 26 teachers are em- 
ployed at a cost of $25,000. The property is valued at $500,000. These 
brief statements are tremendous in their import. 

We ask that L. H. Bowen be made trustee instead of C. S. Butter- 
field.

Report Epworth League Board 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annnual Conference. 

Dear Sisters and Brethren: — The past Conference year has been 
one unprecedented success in the growth and development of the Ep- 
worth League. 
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There has been an increase of 18% in membership during the Con- 
ference year. 

The Leagues raised for the African Special $65,250.00 during the 
year and the Mississippi Conference Leagues raised $2,424 on $1,520 
quota. The Presidents’ meeting last December, that convened in St. 
Louis, Mo., was a great meeting, where some of the leading speakers of 
Southern Methodism edified and inspired those who were present. 

In many places the Church is failing to reach our young people, 
and here they are being reached by the world, and are forming habits 
that are very hazardous to their morals, and spirituality. They need to 
be harnessed by the Church in such activities that the call of the 
world does not appeal to them. 

We know no better organization for this purpose, than a well or- 
ganized, and thoroughly operated Epworth League. 

The League Conference held in Hattiesburg last June, was largely 
attended, and proved a great inspiration to all present. The majority 
of those present, voted to have an assembly, instead of a Conference 
for the year 1922 and the Board has decided to have the assembly 
at Whitworth College, immediately following its 1922 commencement. 

The Board commends the District Institute. We commend the Ep- 
worth Era as a religious journal, that ought to be read by all of our 
young people. We urge every League to observe Anniversary Day, and 
take a collection, and send it to our Conference Treasurer, Rev. L. F. 
Alford, immediately. 

Rev. S. F. Harkey, and his wife from our Conference are going as 
Missionaries to Africa, and are to be supported by the Mississippi 
Conference Epworth League.

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BISHOP WALTER R. LAMBUTH 

By Bishop James Atkins 

In estimating the life of any truly great man the forces 
which make for visible greatness are within. Circumstances 
never make men. They are sometimes favoring and sometimes 
adverse and thus in one sense or another tributary, but they are 
never creative. The circumstances of Bishop Lambuth’s life 
were from the beginning favorable to his all-controlling pur- 
pose in life. His father and mother were missionaries before 
him, and his wife at his side through a lifetime was no less a 
missionary than was he. All this relieved him of antagonisms 
which might have been a hindrance to him, but a deathless 
yearning in his heart for men as men alone can measure the 
full compass of his life of service. 

I have never known a man of a more apostolic spirit and 
enterprise than were those of Bishop Lambuth. This, of course, 
implies many qualities of an extraordinary kind. He was broad- 
breasted and took into the realm of his sympathies the men 
of all nations and men of every class. He was equally ready 
to procure bread for the hungry and clothes for the naked or 
to relieve or heal by the skill of a physician or instruct the 
ignorant or preach an uplifting and saving gospel to whom he 
could reach either by private, wayside contact, or in the great 
multitudes. 

I have said that Bishop Lambuth had the apostolic spirit, 
and this implies that he was a hero, for to be an apostle of the 
larger mold means to be a hero of no small dimensions. Such 
truly was Bishop Lambuth. He through a lifetime traveled 
the paths of danger and of self-sacrifice, and yet he carried at 
all times so fully the made-up mind to serve at all costs that 
he was afraid of nothing. The dangers of the high seas, which 
he almost inhabited and from which he was more than once 
in jeopardy of instant death, did not deter him. And when his 
duties called him to the jungles of Africa, where he was in 
constant danger from wild beasts and wilder men and when 
he had to be hourly on guard against the insidious diseases of 
the land, he was unperturbed, though on one journey he traveled 
on foot amid these menaces for nearly two thousand miles. 

When he went at the call of distress to do war work in 
Europe, he showed the same courage that had sustained him 
amid the quieter menaces of the African jungles. He braved 
both the noisy dangers that lay near the front and those unseen, 
unheard dangers which lurked everywhere in that dreadful field. 

But great as was the bishop’s courage in facing the hardships 
of his apostolate, there is another, a quieter side on which he 
showed an equal spirit of sacrificial devotion to his work. I 











refer to his frequent and long-continued absences from home. 
This does not mean so much to those who did not know him in 
relations with his home. I have known no more devoted man 
to his wife and children, and he was the idol of all the house 
hold. To leave the sacred warmth of such a circle, placing con- 
tinents and seas between them and him for many months at a 
time, was without doubt the supreme test of his consecration. 

Intellectually considered, Bishop Lambuth was a most inter- 
esting character. He was a man of quick discernment, rare 
powers of observation, a retentive memory, and good powers 
of generalization. Wherein his logical faculty seemed in a 
measure to be at fault it was due to a certain intuitive power 
which often found the conclusion without regarding the usual 
processes. His mode of thinking was clearly tinged with the 
Oriental habit. There was a sphynxlike element in his think- 
ing. He did not always reveal even to his most intimate co 
workers his final thought on a subject till the time came for 
putting his thought into policies for advancing the kingdom of 
God. Then he was always clear, final, persistent. He had. 
withal, an unusual power of winning men to his views without 
allowing them to feel that any force had been used to land 
them. He was also a most diligent man. He was never unem- 
ployed and never triflingly employed. In the effort which men 
have made to define genius the conclusion usually reached by 
the great is that genius is work, hard work. By this measure 
as well as others Bishop Lambuth was truly a genius. This 
might be easily and interestingly shown if there were space 
for an account of his achievements in the lines of personal 
work in all parts of the world in the literary work which he 
did. 

Bishop Lambuth was a genuine apostle of his Lord, deserving 
to be classed with the first founders of the Church. As a bishop 
he was wise in counsel and safe and sympathetic in administra- 
tion ; as a missionary secretary I dare to say that he was unsur- 
passed by any of the great men whom Protestant Christianity 
has called to that place of Church statesmanship. But the best 
of all was the unfailing goodness of the man, Lambuth. He was 
good to the core, a godly man of the purest and highest type. 
I presume there was never a day in his life when he could not 
have thrown his bosom open to the inspection of the world as 
to his motives without hesitation or a blush. He lived con- 
stantly as in the eye of his Lord. He was master of the single 
eye. He could truly say of his ministry, “This one thing I do.” 
His whole life was in the best sense an immolation. He kept 
himself ever on the altar of sacrifice and service. To him may 
be rightly applied St. Luke’s monumental sentence concerning 
Barnabas: “For he was a man full of faith and the Holy Ghost.” 
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The following is a tolerably complete outline of the bishop’s 
work: 

Walter Russell Lambuth, son of James William and Mary 
McClellan Lambuth, was born in Shanghai, China, November 
10, 1854. Eight years of his boyhood days were spent In China, 
two in New York, tw r o in Mississippi, two in Tennessee, and 
three in Virginia. He attended the following institutions of 
learning: Cumberland University, Emory and Henry College, 

University of Nashville, Vanderbilt University, Medical Depart- 
ment of the University of New York, at which latter place he 
received the degree of M. D. in 1882. Emory College conferred 
the B. S. and M. A. degrees in 1875; M. A. degree conferred by 
Vanderbilt University in 1877; honorary degree of D. D. con- 
ferred by Emory College and Randolph-Macon in 1892; licensed 
to preach in 1875; married to Miss Daisy Kelley in 1877, of 
whom three children were born. The following compose the list 
of his appointments: Woodbine, junior pastor McKendree, 

Nashville, Tenn.; Nantsiang, China; Soochow, China; surgeon 
in charge of Soochow Hospital; superintendent of Japan Mis- 
sion 1886-90; elected Secretary Board of Missions by the General 
Conference of 1892, again by General Conference in 1894, again 
in 1898, again in 1902 and 1906. 

In 1910 he was elected bishop by the General Conference in 
Asheville, N. C. His first assignment as bishop was to our work 
in South America. In October, 1911, he went on a prospecting 
tour to Africa, seeking suitable place for the opening of a 
mission. On his return to America he entered upon an active 
campaign in behalf of the new mission and secured not only the 
necessary funds, but also three missionaries and their wives. 

In November, 1913, he sailed from Antwerp to Africa and 
early in 1914 established the Congo Mission in Central Africa. 
In November, 1914, he organized the Texas Mexican Mission and 
the Pacific Mexican Mission. In 1915, 1916, and 1917 he was 
in charge of our Conferences in the West; in 1918 our Oriental 
Conferences and Africa; 1919, war work, Africa mission, and 
Oriental Conferences; 1920-21, Oriental Conferences. In the 
summer of 1921 he organized the Siberia-Manchuria Mission. 

On his return to Japan from the Siberia-Manchuria Mission 
meeting he was quite ill and went to a hospital in Yokohama 
for treatment. Early in September he underwent a surgical 
operation, and for some days there was promise of permanent 
recovery. On September 27 a cablegram announced that he had 
entered into rest. Death came on the afternoon of September 
26. The interment was at Shanghai, China, the place of his 
birth and where his mother is buried. 

Bishop Lambuth’s administration as a bishop was firm and 
able. All causes were safe in his hands. As a missionary, he 
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was patient, sympathetic, and filled with love which embraced 
all mankind. He had a genius for loving his fellows, and God 
held him close to the divine heart. One felt at first his strong 
personality and then came to realize it more fully as he came 
toknow the man. His utterances were all in demonstration of 
the Spirit and in power. Sweet of soul, he filled a large place 
in the Church and the hearts of his brethren. He was the in- 
spiration that set the feet of many on the paths of higher 
achievement. 

A world citizen, he ministered to the people of nearly every 
clime. He first saw light in the Orient, and how fitting that he 
should cease from his labors and pass to his rest from the land 
he loved so well! 

HERBERT BROWN WATKINS

When in the early morning of the first of April, 1921, the 
Death Angel knocked at the door of the parsonage and called 
Herbert Brown Watkins to his final reward, there passed from 
the walks of men a Christian Soldier valiant in the fight, loyal 
to Jesus Christ, and deeply consecrated to the work of His 
Church. Death came within ten days of his forty-fifth birthday. 
He was therefore in the prime of his mental and spiritual man- 
hood; and, judged by ordinary standards, his most useful years 
should have been before him. Yet he went to meet his Master 
with a record of many victories, rich in fruitful labors, bearing 
many precious sheaves. 

Born April 10, 1876, in Jefferson County, Mississippi, the son 
of Thomas H. and Julia Brown Watkins, he attended as a child 
the public schools of the neighborhood, and later while yet a 
youth moved with the family to Tensas Parish, Louisiana. After 
the death of his father in 1894, he moved with his mother to Jack- 
son, Mississippi, where in due course he entered Millsaps College, 
completed its course of study and was graduated in June 1899. 
On December 3, 1903, in Yazoo City, Mississippi, he was married 
to Miss Alma Purvis, youngest daughter of Joseph A. Purvis, of 
Benton, Mississippi, a member of one of the oldest and best fami- 
lies of Yazoo County. Of this marriage three children were born: 
Georgie May, Martha Purvis, and Herberta Alma. All of these sur- 
vive the lamented husband and father, the mother and daughters 
having moved soon after his death to Jackson, Mississippi, where 
they are now living. To these members of his family he was 
constantly and unfailingly a loving, tender husband and father 
whom they adored and who was their greatest pride. 

At one time in his life it was Brother Watkins’ purpose to 
enter upon the practice of the law and he had prepared himself 
for that work; but, soon after his graduation, under the influence 
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of a powerful sermon preached by the late Bishop Charles B. 
Galloway and under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, he answered 
the call to the ministry. The call was apparently sudden, clear 
as a spoken voice, and absolutely definite. So strong was the 
impression that he immediately sought an interview with the 
Bishop for advice and counsel. His heaviest cross in connection 
with his decision was revealing it to his mother. She had made 
many sacrifices for him; he felt it his duty to repay her; and 
the law offered an immediate opportunity. Entering the ministry 
meant long delay in helping his mother, necessitated further 
study, called for further sacrifices on her part. Yet, when he 
had told her of his new purpose, this brave, good woman’s only 
answer was, “My boy, I’ve been praying for this for years.” 

There followed a year’s study in Vanderbilt University in 
special preparation for the ministry; and in December, 1900, at 
Brookhaven, Bishop R. K. Hargrave presiding, he was admitted 
into the Conference on trial and appointed to Anding circuit. 
After two years he was received into full connection, ordained 
a deacon by Bishop Key at Natchez, and appointed to Lintonia. 
In 1903 he was moved to Harriston. In 1904 he was ordained an 
elder at Gulfport by Bishop Duncan and again appointed to 
Harriston. For four years beginning in 1905 he filled the pas- 
torate at Hazlehurst; for two years (1909-11), he was at Mag- 
nolia; and for four years (1911-15) he was at Natchez. In 1915, 
he was appointed to Central Church, Meridian, where he ac- 
complished his monumental and final work. 

In every charge, from the beginning to the end of his labors, 
he served with rare acceptability, wrought with obvious and 
fruitful power, and departed leaving his memory lovingly en- 
shrined in the hearts of a people permanently edified and spirit- 
ually strengthened by his ministry. At the end of his fourth 
year in Meridian and again at the end of his fifth year, the four 
year rule having been previously modified by the General Con- 
ference, the official bodies and the membership of his own 
church, all the other Christian churches of the city, and the 
general population including business, industrial, professional, 
and fraternal circles joined in a request for his return for another 
year. The unanimity of these requests was exceeded only by 
their heartiness and their emphatic fervor. Never was a minis- 
ter more universally trusted! Never was a pastor more fer- 
vently loved! Never was a Christian citizen more highly es- 
teemed and more keenly appreciated for his civic vision and 
courage! 

Undoubtedly, the greatest single achievement of Brother 
Watkins’ ministerial labors was at Meridian. When he came 
to the pastorate there in 1915, the congregation had been for 
two years without a house of worship. The old church had 
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burned in the fall of 1913; and two attempts to build a new 
church, one before the burning of the old and one subsequent 
to it, had failed. The congregation was discouraged by these 
failures; the world war was in progress; prices of labor and 
building material were soaring. To the mere materialist the 
building of a new church under such circumstances was im- 
possible. To this man of faith and vision, these difficulties were 
but challenges. The need was obvious and critical; the county 
court house the only available place of worship, the congrega- 
tion falling off, the morale of the membership waning, the Sun- 
day School handicapped, the whole Church faltering and hesitant 
in the face of a great difficulty. 

Yet from the first day of his ministry at Meridian until the 
keys of the new church were delivered to him nearly five years 
later, I do not believe that Herbert Watkins’ faith faltered once. 
He began with rare wisdom and patience. For two years he 
said but little about building a church, yet he was constantly 
working toward it. He was in a very broad sense laying the 
foundations; he was getting a hold upon the people, winning 
their confidence, stimulating their hope, deepening their love, 
uniting discordant factions. And when at last he felt the time 
to be ripe for the start, it was discovered that all unconsciously 
potential energies had been developed, so powerful as to give 
the movement a momentum that was well-nigh irresistible. 
The voices of economic conservatism were silenced; and this 
lean-visaged, palefaced man of God took his rightful place in 
the forefront of the first really constructive and forward-looking 
movement which Meridian Methodism had known in more than 
a score of years. His was the guiding genius of that movement! 
His was the living spirit of it! Inexperienced in finance, he 
displayed nevertheless such consummate skill in financial man- 
agement that never once was there a break in the work of con- 
struction, from the time the first spade of earth was broken 
until the doors of the magnificent temple were thrown open for 
worship. Not once had he failed to meet a pay-roll. Not once 
had a weary laborer turned homeward on Saturday night with- 
out his weekly wage. How did he do it? We scarcely know 
how he did it. We only knew that the anchors of his faith 
held fast, that his hope was perennial, and that his perfect love 
consecrated to his work every energy of his soul, yea even his 
very life! 

Any attempt to analyze the character of a great and good 
man savors of sacrilege. It is like the botanist’s work on a 
beautiful flower. The living beauty and fragrance of it is de- 
stroyed. Yet it is only by this process of analysis that the 
flower yields its wealth of truth to science or the life of a good 
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Soldier of the Cross its richest lessons to his comrades in arms. 
What were the traits in Herbert Watkins’ character which ex- 
plain his power with men and with God? Limits of space forbid 
an elaborate analysis; but we may record the outline. And here 
I record not only my individual judgment but that also of other 
laymen who worked with him and of his fellow ministers who 
knew and loved him and followed him on the various charges 
to which he was assigned. 

Broadly speaking the qualities which characterize a minis- 
ter of the gospel fall into four main groups: (1) His qualities 

as a preacher, (2) his qualities as a Church leader, (3) his 
qualities as a pastor, and (4) his qualities as a man and as a 
Christian. As a preacher, Herbert Watkins took high rank. 
Not unusually eloquent in the ordinary sense, he was neverthe- 
less possessed of a ripeness of scholarship and a wealth of 
general information and common sense which placed him im- 
mediately at ease in any company and before any audience. He 
was gifted in the interpretation of the Scriptures, possessed a 
strongly analytical mind, and was therefore unusually able in 
applying the simple truths of the gospel to the practical ques- 
tions of life. He was absolutely sincere in his preaching, as 
in all other public utterances. Nothing ever found its way into 
his discourses to attract attention to himself, or to display his 
own attainments. There was never any striving for oratorical 
effect; and, although he had a rare gift of humor and could 
summon at will an ample fund of illustrative material, yet he 
never indulged in humor or made use of an illustration to enter- 
tain. His controlling purpose always was to drive home some 
principle of vital truth. And because he was sincere, he was 
simple and forceful. The most scholarly appreciated his preach- 
ing and found in it food for meditation. The most ignorant also 
could understand him and be profited by his teaching. His 
sermons were never haphazard utterances. They were carefully 
prepared, and were delivered with an ease and clarity and force 
of utterance which held the closest attention. There was a 
spiritual power about the man which somehow gave him an 
instant hold upon the attention and the sympathy of his hearers. 
Whether in the pulpit, or in the Chamber of Commerce, or be- 
fore the Rotary Club, or elsewhere, whenever Herbert Watkins 
stood to speak there was at once apparent in the audience an 
attitude of interested expectancy; and this attitude was rarely 
if ever disappoined. 

As a leader in the general work of the Church, Brother 
Watkins was equally strong. He was gifted as an organizer, 
and had the rarer gift of making the organization work when 
once he fashioned it. This ability w r as in large measure due to 
his gentle and persuasive tact, to his own tireless energy, and 
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to his unflagging personal zeal. He expected his people to work, 
for the Church and made no apology for asking them to do it. 
He was the embodiment of personal courage; he candidly spoke 
his mind and manfully bore his part in every moral issue which 
confronted his Church or his community. Not particularly 
striking in appearance, he was nevertheless possessed of a 
wonderful magnetism and charm. Here again his sincerity, his 
sympathy, and his spirit of comradeship give the key to his 
strength. He knew how to be charitable in non-essentials, cheer- 
fully yielding his own opinion in deference to the opinion of 
others where no vital principle was involved. Yet he had a 
power of almost adamantine insistence upon principles which 
he regarded as fundamental. Under the influence of his per- 
suasive, gentle, yet aggressive leadership, discordant elements 
were united, differences were forgotten, and all the forces of 
the Church moved harmoniously forward. Substantial accom- 
plishments were the inevitable result. 

As a pastor when I knew him, he scarcely had opportunity 
to display his full powers. Especially was this true after he 
began the building of the new church. He was too. busy with 
a multitude of detail. Yet even then he found time to be at- 
tentive to the sick and the bereaved of his large membership; 
and always his pastoral ministrations were characterized by a 
gentle, healing sympathy which made his coming and his pres- 
ence a benediction. He was a man of unusual social charm. 
His cheerfulness, however great the strain he was under, was 
marvelous. His humor was quaint, constant, delicate, and de- 
lightful; his optimism was unfailing. He was the best of com- 
rades, and “a good pal”. Yet he never forgot that he was a 
follower and exemplar of Jesus Christ; and before the social 
hour was over or the pastoral visit had closed, he would in- 
variably turn to the Bible, read from it, and kneel with his 
friends in prayer. 

And underlying all, he was absolutely blameless in his per- 
sonal and private life. There was in him no guile whatever. 
He was honest as the day. He stood straight as a die. He 
avoided the very appearance of evil. He could stand in the 
presence of men and of women everywhere with mein un- 
abashed and with crest unlowered, because his heart was pure. 
Thank God for the purity of his life, for his abiding faith, for 
his unfailing hope! Thank God for the gentleness and warmth 
of his great love! A good soldier has passed from the militant 
earthly army of the King of Kings, leaving to us, while yet for 

I awhile we bear the battle’s brunt, the example of his zeal and 
the inspiration of his life. Grant us, O Lord Jesus, that we too 
may walk as worthily, and fight as valiantly for Thee and come 
at last to dwell with Thee forever. 
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Pending the adoption of the report affectionate tribute 
was paid to the memory of the departed brethren by Robert 
Selby, J. C. Chambers, M. M. Black, P. D. Hardin and J. Loyd 
Decell. 

A beautiful and touching tribute to the memory of Herbert 
Watkins, from the Board of Stewards of Central Church, 
Meridian, took expression in a large floral offering of mag- 
nificent white chrysanthemums, standing within the chancel 
of the church. 

The hour, designated by resolution of the Conference for 
the preaching of a semi-centennial sermon by H. W. Feather- 
stun, having arrived, on motion, the Conference adjourned.

As the founder of our Congo Mission in Africa which involved 
travel of over one thousand miles on foot into the heart of the Dark 
Continent, his name deserves to be linked with that of David Living- 
stone, the great missionary and explorer, whose sacred dust sleeps in 
Westminster Abbey. Gentle, at all times brotherly and unassuming, 
he impressed men every where with his Christ like bearing, and drew 
them to him by the magnetism of love. Although our beloved leader 
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walks no more among us, the inspiration of his glorious achievements, 
and of his noble life, radiant with holiness, will abide with us through 
the years in heavenly benediction.

SECTION A. 

Memorial of the Mississippi Annual Conference to the General Con- 
ference, M. E. Church, South, which meets in Hot Springs, Ark., 
May, 1922: 

Whereas, Paragraph 285, Article 17, on page 110 of our Book of 
Discipline contains in its first sentence a single clause which is in 
conflict with the fundamental authority of the Pastorate of our 
Church as represented by our Bishop, Presiding Elders, and Preachers 
in charge of circuits and stations in that it gives to, the Evangelistic 
Committee of our Mission Board the authority to supervise the evan- 
gelistic work of the Church, and 

Whereas, this grant of supervision has already caused clashes of 
authority between the representatives of said Committee and those 
representing the pastorate of the Church as above defined, and 

Whereas, such conflicts must necessarily result wherever the 
Evangelistic Committee insist strictly upon the full exercise of the 
authority conveyed by the word “supervise” in said paragraph, which 
paragraph reads as follows: 

“The department of Home Missions shall, through a committee 
on Evangelism appointed by the Board, promote and supervise the 
Evangelistic work of the Church. It shall promote a revival through- 
out the Church, inspire and train ministry for earnest pastoral and 
personal Evangelism, develop the evangelistic spirit, and method 
among church members; cooperate with presiding elders, pastors, city 
Boards, and the Conference committee on Evangelism in Evangelistic 
Campaigns when needed, assist in prosecuting Evangelistic work in 
universities, colleges, and secondary schools; make available trained 
and competent accredited Evangelists. The Board may authorize the 
Committee on Evangelism to conduct a Bureau of Evangelism and it 
may also appoint and maintain a Superintendent of Evangelism to 
labor under the direction of the Committee on Evangelism and the 
secretary of the department of Home Missions. The Annual Con- 
ference Board of Missions shall nominate for election by the Con- 
ference a Committee on Evangelism, (a majority of whom shall be 
members of the Board), which shall be auxiliary to the General Com- 
mittee on Evangelism, and shall promote Revival work throughout 
the Conference.” 
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Therefore, be it resolved that the Mississippi Annual Conference 
hereby Memorialize the General Conference of the M. E. Church, 
South, at Hot Springs, Ark., May, 1922, to so amend the above para- 
graph 285, article 17, by striking from the first sentence of the same 
the word “supervise”, and insert the word “aid” so that the paragraph 
when thus amended shall read as follows: 

“The Department of Home Missions shall through a Committee 
on Evangelism appointed by the Board aid and promote the Evan- 
gelistic work of the Church. It shall promote a revival throughout 
the Church, inspire and train the ministry for earnest pastoral and 
personal evangelism, develop the Evangelistic Spirit, and method 
among the Church Members; cooperate with Presiding Elders, Pas- 
tors, City Boards, and the Conference Committee on Evangelism in 
Evangelistic Campaigns when needed; assist in prosecuting Evangel- 
istic work in universities, colleges, and secondary schools; make avail- 
able trained and competent accredited Evangelists. The Board may 
authorize the Committee on Evangelism to conduct a Bureau of Evan- 
gelism and it may also appoint and maintain a Superintendent of 
Evangelism to labor under the direction of the Committee on Evan- 
gelism and the Secretary of the Department of Home Missions. The 
Annual Conference Board of Missions shall nominate for election by 
the Conference a Committee on Evangelism, (a majority of whom 
shall be members of the Board), which shall be auxiliary to the Gen- 
eral Committee on Evangelism, and shall promote revival work 
throughout the Conference.”

Whereas, there is a new type of rationalism permeating the cur- 
ricula of many of the schools of our country more to be dreaded than 
the Deism of the 18th Century and working under the guise of modern 
scholarship, and 

Whereas, we believe the pledges made in the recent Educational 
Campaign were made with the hope and expectation that nothing but 
orthodox Evangelical Christianity should be taught in our Church 
Schools; therefore 

Be it resolved by the Mississippi Annual Conference in session in 
Jackson, Mississippi, Nov. 30th, 1921, that we hereby memorialize the 
General Conference to be held in Hot Springs, Ark., in May, 1922, to

Report No. Three — Board of Missions 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Your Board of Missions begs leave to report as follows: 

We read with great pleasure the communication from the Secre- 
tary of the General Board of Missions, in which: 

We note with great satisfaction the unparalleled revival that has 
spread throughout both the Home and Foreign fields. This great in- 
gathering of souls thrills us and inspires to greater activity. We note 
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with pride the fact that our schools and colleges everywhere are full 
and overflowing. This augurs well for the work of Missions by giving 
us men and women prepared for the work of Evangelizing the world. 

We have been greatly blessed at this session in the presence of 
Dr. E. H. Rawlings of our General Board of Missions, whose wise 
counsel and public utterance greatly stimulated the Missionary Spirit 
in this session of the Conference. 

We hereby commend the work of Mr. W. D. Hawkins, our efficient 
Missionary Secretary, for the work that he has done this year in hold- 
ing the Mississippi Conference at the high point attained in these 
times of great financial depression. A total of $74,168.55 has been 
collected on Centenary Pledges. We note also a collection of $2,400.00 
on Epworth League and $4,686.00 on Sunday School, making a grand 
total of $81,274.95. We have elected Mr. W. D. Hawkins as Mission- 
ary Secretary for the new year. 

Your Board would report that on our regular assessment for Con- 
ference Missions, we have raised this year $6,896.88, which is 65.7% 
our total assessment. 

We are glad to report that the work in our demonstration charge 
in the rural section, Harrisville, has given such splendid results. 

Your Board hears with pleasure through the Committee on Evan- 
gelism reports from Conference Evangelists. 

We nominate Rev. D. E. Kelley, Rev. J. V. Bennett, and Rev. W. 

T. Griffin, for re-appointment as Conference Evangelists, and Rev. J. 

M. Smith and Rev. G. S. Harmon for appointment as Conference 
Evangelists. Also, Rev. Rolfe Hunt, Local Preacher, to the General 
Board as a General Evangelist. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. J. L. Sutton as Superin- 
tendent of the Mississippi Childrens Home Finding Society, located 
at Jackson, Miss. 

We have authorized the Executive Committee to sell to certain 
Indians a certain 160 acre tract of land in Kemper County, which sale 
is to be executed to the best possible interest of this Board. 

It was resolved that we are not in a position to enter upon the 
plan of cooperating with the North Mississippi Conference with ref- 
erence to the matter of assistance to. the Pastor at Starkville, Miss. 

We are in sympathy with the plan, and w r ould suggest that the Com- 
’ mission from the two Conferences work out the solution to the 
matter. 

We read with great pleasure the report of the Findings Com- 
mittee of the Conference of Presidents of Boards Missions held at 
Lake Junaluska. 

Your Board heard with pleasure the report of the President of 
Womans Missionary Society, Mrs. B. F. Lewis. We note with pleasure 
that there are 164 Adult Auxiliaries and 3,575 members, also that 
$15,535.27 has been sent to the Conference Treasurer for the year. 
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We have made the following classification of the Missionary 
charges: Those that will be or expect to be selfsustaining in three 

years, A; in five years, B; number of years indefinite, C.

Report — Board of Trustees Methodist Hospital 

To the Bishop and Members of the Mississippi Annual Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — We, your Board of Trustees of the Methodist 
Hospital of the Mississippi Annual Conference respectfully submit the 
following report: 

1 st: — Your Board of Trustees met in Hattiesburg, Mississippi, on 
December 14th, 1920, pursuant to call and completed their organiza- 
tion as follows: 

W. S. F. Tatum was elected. Chairman; Rev. J. T. Leggett was 
elected Secretary; D. P. Cameron, Treasurer. 

An Executive Committee was elected as follows: W. S. F. Tatum, 

D. P. Cameron, Rev. J. T. Leggett, Herbert Gillis and K. T. Moore w . 
A committee composed of H. S. Stevens, Rev. C. W. Crisler and J. T. 
Leggett was elected to secure Charter for the Hospital. An Auditing 
Committee composed of W. S. F. Tatum and Herbert Gillis was 
elected. 

2nd: — Your Board of Trustees have met quarterly during the 
Conference year to transact such business as came before them and 
to authorize the Executive Committee to carry out such instructions 
as your Board of Trustees deemed it wise to order. 

3 rd: — We have had a wonderfully successful year so far as patron- 
age is concerned, although the collections on old accounts acquired 
from the King’s Daughters and Sons Hospital have been somewhat 
disappointing. 

4th: — The Executive Committee of your Board of Trustees called 
together a number of the prominent surgeons of the City of Hatties- 
burg and made an earnest effort to place the affairs of the Hospital 
upon a cash basis; however, for some reason have not been able to 
collect as large per cent of our new accounts as is necessary to care 
for the Hospital and pay the indebtedness without drawing consid- 
erably upon the campaign fund. 

5th:— The results from the work of your Commissioner in secur- 
ing new subscriptions in the field is sadly disappointing, and with 
the exception of a collection made on one subscription secured during 
the general campaign and another subscription secured from one large 
subscriber the amount subscribed is far less than half of the salary 
paid from campaign fund. 
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6th: — Whereas it appears that the building of a new Hospital is 
in the far distant future, if we depend upon collections from any 
campaign that we may inaugurate; therefore, we recommend that 
your body authorize your Board of Trustees to issue bonds for the 
erection of a new Hospital, provided the Board of Trustees may deem 
it wise to do so and can market the bonds bearing 6% interest at par. 
The bonds to run for a period of ten years or longer. ‘ 

We recommend that W. H. Saunders be appointed to fill the va- 
cancy in the Board of Trustees caused by the transfer of Rev. C. W. 
Crisler to the Louisiana Conference, whose term expires in 1922. 

The Committee elected to secure a Charter, submitted charter to 
the Board of Trustees at their quarterly session, Oct. 11th, 1921, and 
same was referred to Executive Committee for some minor changes. 

During the year, Nov. 1st, 1920, to Nov. 1st, 1921, the Hospital 
has cared for over 660 patients.

Dear Brethren: — Your Committee on Sabbath Observance submit 
the following report: 

No argument is necessary to prove that the Sabbath is in danger. 
The time has come for a greater unity of purpose and co-ordination 
of effort on the part of the defenders of the Lord’s Day. Besides the 
influence of the thoughtless, indifferent and pleasure seeking Sabbath 
desecrator, either within or without the Church, there has arisen a 
larger and more sordid element who, for the sake of financial gain, 
are deliberately promoting Sabbath desecration. For the most part 
this element consists of alien people who seem to have no apprecia- 
tion of the institutions of a Christian democracy. 

We therefore call upon our brethren to watch and pray and be 
prepared to counteract this deadly foe to our American Sabbath.
